VFC Resolution Update:
HPV Vaccine



Purpose of the Updated 
Resolution

 The purpose of this resolution is to reflect 
the new dosing schedules for human 
papillomavirus vaccine. 



Eligible Groups

All children aged 9 through 18 years.



Recommended Schedule and Intervals, I

ACIP recommends routine HPV vaccination at age 11 or 12 
years, and vaccination can be given starting at age 9 years. 
ACIP also recommends vaccination for females and males 
age 13 through 18 years who were not adequately 
vaccinated previously. 



Recommended Schedule and Intervals, II
The table below summarizes the recommended number of 
HPV vaccine doses and schedule for specific groups of 
children. 

Recommended 
number of 
doses

Recommended 
dosing 
schedule

Population

2 0, 6–12 months1 Persons initiating vaccination at age 9 
through 14 years, except 
immunocompromised persons2

3 0, 1–2, 6 
months3

Persons initiating vaccination at age 15 
through 18 years, and 
immunocompromised persons2 initiating 
vaccination at 9 through 18 years 

Table Notes:
1.  In a 2-dose schedule of HPV vaccine, the minimum interval is 5 months between the first and the 
second dose. 
2.  Persons with primary or secondary immunocompromising conditions that might reduce cell-mediated or 
humoral immunity. 
3.  In a 3-dose schedule of HPV vaccine, the minimum intervals are 1 month between the first and second 
dose, 3 months between the second and third dose, and 5 months between the first and third dose.



Recommended Schedule and Intervals, III
Persons who initiated vaccination with 9vHPV, 4vHPV, or 2vHPV before the 
15th birthday, and received 2 doses at the recommended dosing schedule, 
or 3 doses at the recommended dosing schedule, are considered 
adequately vaccinated. 

Persons who initiated vaccination with 9vHPV, 4vHPV, or 2vHPV on or after 
the 15th birthday, and received 3 doses at the recommended dosing 
schedule, are considered adequately vaccinated.

Vaccine doses administered at shorter than minimum intervals should be re-
administered as recommended. 

9vHPV may be used to continue or complete a series started with another 
HPV vaccine.

If the vaccine schedule is interrupted, the series does not need to be 
restarted.
